“We opened our facility 
to the victims who were all 
initially standing outside 
Robo Mart and were freez¬ 
ing. We provided them with 
food, shelter and warm 
blankets.” 


Elliott said the Salvation 
Army welcomed the Red 
Cross into its facility to 



Once he learned of the 
fire, Elliott filled his vehicle 
with water and food sup¬ 


plies to aid firefighters bat¬ 
tling the blaze. 

“I served the fire depart¬ 
ment and first responders 
with granola bars, apples, 
water and coffee to keep 
them going,” he said. 

“Later in the afternoon, 
our mobile outreach pro¬ 
gram arrived from St. 
Catharines to serve the fire¬ 
fighters a meal." 

Elliott said Salvation Army 
volunteers left the scene at 5 
p.m., when firefighters 
began to pack their gear 


and prepared to leave. 

The Salvation Army has 
assisted the people who lost 
their homes last Friday by 
finding them lodging at a 
local hotel and will continue 
to support them by helping 
them secure affordable 
housing and replacing fur¬ 
niture and personal items 
such as clothing. 

“The response from the 
community has been over¬ 
whelming,” Elliott said.

Answer: It started 15years ago. 
1 was talking with a friend at 
the office and we thought 
about making a recumbent 
bicyde. I built the first proto¬ 
type from a scooter.

Riding around his Ridgeway 
neighbourhood on a recum¬ 
bent tricyde, Jim Grimwood 
waves to people as he goes by. 

It’s not uncommon for peo¬ 
ple to stop and stare as he 
whizzes around town on his 
110-pound motorized recum- 

ple ask Grimwood where the 
tricyde came from. 

“They always say ‘that’s real¬ 
ly cool’ and it’s a lot of fun,” 
Grimwood said. 

Building these tricydes is a 
hobby Grimwood began 15 
years ago when he took bicy¬ 
cles apart and used the parts to 
build the tricydes. He did all of 
the work in Ids own garage. 

He began to build the tricy¬ 
cles for fan, but he eventually 
realized they were perfed for 
people with disabilities that 
couldn’t ride bicydes. 

Grimwood, who worked as 
an engineer for more than 40 
years in Fort Erie and Montreal, 
said he decided to turn his 
hobby into a fall-time busi- 



Q: How long does it take to 
build a tricyde? 

A: It takes about three months 
to make one, but it depends on 
how much time I spend on it I 
make every part of it except the 
wheels and the motor. 


Q: How is your design of 
recumbent tricycles different 
from anything else on the mar¬ 
ket? 

A: While using the motor, I can 
peddle 32km an hour and help 
the trike up the hill. 

My trikes are also custom built. 


They have to be because every-

Q: What do you enjoy about 
making these tricydes? 

A: I just like to build things. I’ve

A: It’s based on a person’s 
imagination. Every trike needs 
to have brakes, pedals and mir¬ 
rors, but I can try to do almost 
anything people think of 

Q: What’s the hardest part of 
building a trike? 

A: Everything. I've built many 
trikes and no two are ever the 

Q: What does it feel like riding 


one of your tricydes? 

A: It’s very comfortable, and 
very relaxing as you sit upright 
It's like sitting in a lawn chair. 

Q: Is it difficult to add the motor 
to the tricyde? 

A: It is difficult because you 
never know what kind of issues 
you might run into. Sometimes 
when you put a trike together, 
and it’s finished, it doesn’t 


work right away and it could be 
something as simple as a tail- 
light not working. 

Q: How do handle those situa¬ 
tions when all of the gadgets 
don’t work right away? 

A: Sometimes you don’t know 
until you take it apart. 
Sometimes it's a matter of

Q: How do you feel when 
you’ve completed another 
trike? 

A: It feels great. I like to take a 
test ride and see how fast it 
goes.

OTITIS MEDIA (EAR INFECTIONS) 

About 75% of children will suffer from an ear infection before they reach one year of age. 
It Is a common childhood ailment that is often treated inappropriately. 

Many ear infections are caused by viruses and resolve on their own without antibiotic 
treatment. For every 15 children treated with antibiotics only one will have resolution within 
48 hours. Also antibiotics can cause some adverse effects such as diarrhea, skin rashes, 
allergic responses, and an increase in antibiotic resistance. Most children who have ear 


In general healthy children six months and older can be treated with “watchful waiting'. 
Children younger than this and those with other ailments should be treated with an antibiotic. 
If the oral temperature exceeds 39"C, there is severe ear pain, or your child is extremely 
ill, an antibiotic should also be considered. You can also ask your doctor for an antibiotic 
prescription to be used if your child is not improving on their own within 48 to 72 hours. 
(This way you don’t have to make a repeat trip to the doctor). 

If your child requires an antibiotic take careful note of the kind of medication and the dose 
being given. The drug of choice is Amoxicillin given at a high dose (80mg/kg/day) divided 
twice a day for five days. (If your child is less than two, or has had frequent infections, a ten 
day course should be given). For children with a penicillin allergy, clarithromycin (BIAXIN) 
can also be given. There are other choices as well but the above are the most common 
starting place. If there is no improvement after two days of antibiotics the medication should 
be changed. If you are seeing a different physician make sure you inform them what type of 
antbiotic your child has had, and what dose they were on. 

All children complaining of ear pain can be treated with ibuprofen (ADVIL), and/or 
acetaminophen (TYLENOL). This will help to lessen any fever and reduce the pain being 
caused by the infection. 

To help reduce the risk of ear infections it is important to use frequent hand washing, and 
washing of toys, and linens on a regular basis. Breastfeeding until three months of age can 
also reduce the risk of infection in a child's first year. Limiting pacifier use and exposure to 
tobacco smoke can help, as well as limiting daycare in children less than one year of age. 
It is also important to have your child vaccinated for influenza and pneumococcal infections. 
Luckily most kid’s ear infections will improve on their own in seven to ten days. Symptomatic 
treatment of pain and fever is all that is really needed. However, if you feel your child is very 
ill, make sure you see a doctor and use the antibiotic prescribed appropriately.
